tioned the repeal of section 8, Article 
2 of the Sikeston building code. The 
section is better known as the “ shin­ 
gle ordinance”, and required the use 
of fire-resistive 
roof 
covering 
on 
buildings erected within the city lim­ 
its of Sikeston, and 
fu rth e r 
made 
provision that existing wooden shin 
gle roofs, if dam aged more than ten 
per cent should be repaired or renew 
ed with fire-resistive m aterials. The 
com m ittee of citizens pointed out th a t 
this provision was working a h ard ­ 
ship in that it was more expensive 
and th at the original argum ent 
ad­ 
vanced when the ordinate was pass 
ed, namely, that the use of fire-re­ 
sistive roofs would reduce lire insur­ 
ance rates m aterially, had not w ork­ 
ed out satisfactorily. 
Section 8. Article 2 was am ended 
to read: 
“ Every building hereafter 
erected within the FIR E limits (in­ 
stead of city limits) shall have a fire- 
resistive roof c o v e r i n g .. .. ”

English, “The G reasy B end”. 
Tw o of these French citizens 
of 
New M adrid became notable in 
the 
annals of S o u th east Missouri. 
They 
were b ro th ers who went first 
from 
Southern France, th eir birthplace, to 
Canada. 
Then, like so many adven­ 
tu rers who aspired to follow in 
the

M arquette, these brothers, Joseph and 
Francois LeSieur, journeyed to Louis­ 
iana.

In 1791 Francois LeSieur m arried

rid and built a cabin upon a 
wide, 
open prairie upon the bank of the riv ­ 
er m any miles down stream 
from 
New M adrid. 
W estw ard stretched in­ 
term inable swam ps. 
E astw ard across 
the river w ere the lands claim ed 
by 
th e Chickasaws which nearly tw enty- 
five years la ter were destined to 
be 
included w ithin the borders of 
the 
S tate of Tennessee which, w hen Le­ 
Sieur settled at L ittle Prairie, 
had 
not yet been created. 
The Spanish crown granted 
Le- 
Sieur 200 arp en ts of land on 
Little 
P rairie and. as w as custom ary with 
th a t nation of 
m artial 
prowess, 
a 
Spanish fort was 
built 
and 
called 
F o rt St. Fernando. 
D ouglas in his excellent and com ­ 
prehensive history of S outheast Mis­ 
souri gives a p artial list of the early 
French settlers at the little Spanish 
com m unity of L ittle Prairie, or F o rt 
St. F ernando, as it w as probably o f­ 
ficially called. 
They were: Francois 
LeSieur, Jean 
B aptiste 
Barsaloux, 
George and 
John 
Ruddell, 
Joseph 
Payne, I>ewis St. Aubin, C harles Gui- 
beault, 
Charles

The population of the com m unity 
in 1799 was 78; in 1803, 103. 
Accord­ 
ing to C o m in g s noted trav eler 
and 
w riter, who visited the place in 1808. 
soon a fte r it becam e a p art of 
the 
United States, there w ere 24 log ca b ­ 
ins at the town. 
This w riter, how ­ 
ever, w as not favorably 
im pressed 
with Little Prairie. 
He complained of 
the high prices he w as forced to 
pay 
for food. 
Then, soon a fte r the consum m ation 
of the Louisiana Purchase, came th e 
d ev a sta tin g 
seismic 
disturbance 
known in history as the New M adrid 
earthquake. 
Its center of havoc was 
on Little Prairie. Reelfoot Lake is a l­ 
m ost directly across the river 
from 
the place.

He ow n­ 
ed much land and, wild and sparsely 
settled as the country was, he was 
the governor without portfolio of all 
the vast wilderness which su rro u n d ­ 
ed him.

lory which then embraced all ifs pres 
i nt te rrito ry and also m ost of 
the

S tate of Arkansas. 
It w as proposed 
th a t the parallel of 36

should be the southern boundary of 
Missouri, the territory south of that 
line being organized into a new te rr i­ 
to ry 
called 
Arkansas.

W alker and his Little P rairie ¡-rt*.le­ 
nient in the new territory. 
Then John H ardenm an W alker got 
busy. 
He wanted his lands em b rac­ 
ed in a sovereign State. 
He w anted 
no territorial gocernm ent. 
He th ere­ 
fore protested to the com m issioners 
who adroitly changed the 
southern 
boundary so it 
would 
include 
that 
portion of Missouri which now 
ex­ 
tends, like the heel of a boot, down 
into the State 
of 
A rkansas. 
Thus, 
satisfied afte r he wsa perm itted 
to 
rem ain as a citizen of Missouri, a f ­ 
te r th a t S tate was adm itted to 
the 
Union in 1820 John H ardem an W alk­ 
er was elected sheriff of New M adrid 
County, serving in 1821 and 1822. 
A County of “Liquid Mud" 
In 1851 the L egislature of Missouri 
w as asked to create a new county out 
of a portion of New Madrid County 
down in the 
extrem e 
southeastern 


corner of the State. 
T hat new coun­ 
ty would include Little P rairie and 
the lands owned there by John H ard e­ 
man W alker. 
A lthough rich alluvial 
lands it 
was 
in 
a 
dismal swamp. 
T here was 
no 
drainage. 
The owls 
hooted, the wild beasts roamed 
and 
the country was indeed a “ mud hole” 
W hether the legislators were try in g 
to turn practical jokers when 
the 
name was selected for the new coun­ 
ty is not known, but one m ight guess 
they w ere for the nam e they .select­ 
ed was the Indian word, “ Pem iscot” , 
which, 
according 
to 
etym ologists, 
means in English “liquid m ud”. 
At 
any rate at that period in the coun­ 
ty ’s history it w as not an inappro­ 
priate name. 
The county seat of Pemiscot C oun­ 
ty, when organized, 
was 
the

Spanish town, Gayoso, located on the 
w est hank of the Mississippi

town long ago succumbed to the ra v ­

FUR FARMS “TUCKED AWAY” 
IN 
\I L SORTS OF PLACES 


One of the developments of the fur- 
farming industry is the establishment 
of a number of small fur ranches on 
general farms, more or less as 
a 
side line. 
Those who have made 
a 
success of such experiments some­ 
times go further and convert large 
farm properties 
into 
fur-farming 
ranches, if they are where the climate 
is suitable and if other necessary 
conditions are favorable. 
Fur farms are now found in every 
conceivable locations, the majority in 
cooler latitudes or in mountain coun­ 
try. Some are many miles from civil­ 
ization, tucked away in the woods 
while others are near small towns or 
in the vicinity of larger cities. Some 
are in dense forests, in apple orchards 
in woodlots, in open fields, on grav­ 
elly slopes, on steep-sloping hills, on 


islands, on sandy deserts, or in the, 
case of muskrats, on tidal and other j 
marshes. 
In most cases land util-j 
ized for fur farming is of little or no) 
value for crops. 
The qualifications of a good 
fur 
farm er are similar to those required 
in other lines of livestock production 
says the Biological Survey 
of 
the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Fur animals, however, are not 
domesticated in the ordinary sense ol 
the term, although it is true 
that i 
when raised in captivity they tend 
to become more docile than those in 
the wild state. 
The fur farm er must 
have a knowledge of his stock and be 
fam iliar with animal 
temperament 
feeding, breeding and 
management 
He must also be 
acquainted 
with 
measures necessary to prevent 
and 
cure their diseases. 
It is not wise to begin fur farming 
with a large number of 
animals 
Many who have done so, or who have 
expanded their undertaking too rapid­ 
ly have failed. 
It is better to 
start 
with a few animals and gradually in­ 
crease 
the number as one’s know­ 
ledge of care and management 
en­ 
larges. 
Among the animals that have 
been kept in captivity and studied to 
determine the feasibility of produc­ 
ing fur profitably are foxes, fishers: 
martens, minks, otters, skunks, rac­ 
coons, opossums, beavers, m uskrats 
and rabbits.

The Tariffs of the United 
States 
T 
HE tariff has been an ever-recur­ 
ring topic for discussion In the 
hulls of congress, and everywhere else 
for thnt matter. 
One of the first 
things that the first congress did was 
to pass a tariff bill to raise revenue 
and for the encouragement and protec­ 
tion of manufacture. The rates were 
low and afforded hut little protection 
But few changes were made In the 
tariff until after the War of 1812. 
During the war, because of commer­ 
cial 
disturbances, 
few 
commodities 
could he brought from abroad, the re­ 
sult of which was the development of 
many small, Inefficient Industries In 
this country. 
The Influx of foreign 
goods after the war threatened to de­ 
stroy these Industries. 
The tariff of 
1816 was used as a protective device, 
and this may he said to be the first 
tariff with distinctly a protective fla­ 
vor. 
The protective feature was em­ 
phasized still more in the tariff of 
1824 and 1828. 
The tariff oi 1828 was exceedingly 
unpopular, and was the impetus to a 
reaction to lower rates. 
These were 
found in the laws of 1832 and 1833. 
Slight Increases were made In 1842. 
hut the Walker tariff of 1846 con­ 
tained the lowest rates since the be­ 
ginning of the protective policy. 
During the Civil war the tariff rates 
were considerably increased, presuma­ 
bly as an emergency measure, with 
the hope of securing the much needed 
revenue. 
In this they failed, since few 
goods were imported, but the stimulus 
given to Industry was so popular that 
the high rates were continued. 
The 
first significant legislation was the Mc­ 
Kinley tariff of 1890, In which the 
rates remained big!». 
Presiderà Cleveland and a Demo­ 
cratic congress were responsible for 
the Gorman Wilson tariff In 1894. 
In 
this the rates were lowered, but not 
to the extent which President Cleve­ 
land 
desired. 
Many 
attributed 
the 
severity of the panic of 1893 to the 
low tariffs, which was partially re­ 
sponsible for the reaction In the high 
Dingley tariff of 1897. 
Some rates 
were lowered and some raised In the 
Payne-Aldrieh tariff of 1909, but the 
net result was little change In the 
level of rates. 
A reaction to the high rates came In 
the Underwood-Slmmons tariff in 1913. 
Bates were radically reduced, but the 
advent of the war precludes any Judg­ 
ment as to Industrial effects, good or 
bad. 
Soon after the war the Fordney 
emergency tariff was passed, presuma­ 
bly as a check to the agricultural de­ 
pression. 
In 1922 congress passed the 
For dney-MeC umber

Those Who Do Not Feel the 
Taxes 
UR taxes felt only by those who 
pay them? It Is frequently thought 
thut those who have such a small 
amount of property or such a small 
Income as not to he subject to tax­ 
ation escape the ordeal of being bur­ 
dened by taxes. 
Frequently it Is con­ 
tended that only taxpayers should he 
allowed to vote when expenditure of 
funds is involved, since it Is they who 
have to foot the ¡tills In taxes. 
Those who pay tuxes certainly feel 
them In a definite, tangible way, for 
they are forced upon them with ap­ 
parently nothing given In return. But 
do not others, In the end, help to re­ 
coup those who make the direct pay 
ment? 
A man may possess no real estate, 
hut few there are who do not live In 
a house or part of a house for which 
tiiey must pay rent The owner of the 
house, apartment, or hotel must pay 
taxes upon It since it is a part of bis 
property.

buy from those who are taxed. The 
grocer either pays taxes on his store­ 
room or else pays rent to the owner 
out of which taxes must he paid. The 
same is true of the butcher, the baker, 
the clothier, nnd the jeweler. 
Who are those, then, who do not 
feel the effects of taxes? Certainly 
not those who buy goods into the cost 
of production of which a ta” has en­ 
tered, for this is reflected In a higher 
price, it is only safe to say that 
those who do not buy goods, those in 
the insane asylums, prisons, and alms 
houses, do not help to pay the some 
$8,000,000.000 annual tax burden in the 
United States.

The Tariff* of the United 
State* 
T 
HE tariff has been an ever-recur­ 
ring topic for discussion In the 
balls of congress, and everywhere else 
for that 
mntter. 
One of the first 
things that the first congress did wns 
to pass a tariff bill to raise revenue 
and for the encouragement and protec­ 
tion of manufacture. 
The rates were 
low and afforded but little protection. 
But few changes were made In the 
tariff until after tDo W ar of 1812. 
During the war, because of commer­ 
cial 
disturbances, 
few 
commodities 
could be brought from abroad, the re­ 
sult of which was the development of 
many small, Inefficient Industries in 
this country. 
The Influx of foreign 
goods after the w ar threatened to de­ 
stroy these Industries. 
The tariff of 
1816 was used as a protective device, 
and this may he said to he the first 
tariff with distinctly a protective fla­ 
vor. 
The protective feature was em ­ 
phasized still more In the tariff of 
1824 and 1828. 
The tnrlff of 1828 was exceedingly 
unpopular, and was the impetus to * 
reaction to lower rates. 
These were 
found in the laws of 1832 and 1833. 
Slight Increases were made In 1842, 
but the Walker tariff of 1846 con­ 
tained the lowest rates since the be­ 
ginning of the protective policy. 
During the Civil w ar the tnrlff rates 
were considerably increased, presume 
bly as an emergency measure, with 
the hope of securing the much needed 
revenue. 
In this they failed, since few 
goods were imported, but the stimulus 
given to Industry was so popular that 
the high rates were continued. 
The 
first significant legislation was the Mc­ 
Kinley tariff of 1890, In which the 
rates remained high. 
P resid ed Cleveland and a Demo­ 
cratic congress were responsible for 
the Gorman-Wilson tariff In 1894. 
In 
this the rates were lowered, but not 
to the extent which President Cleve­ 
land 
desired. 
Many 
attributed 
the 
severity of the panic of 1893 to the 
low tariffs, which was partially re­ 
sponsible for the reaction In the high 
Dlngley tariff of 1897. 
Some rates 
were lowered and some raised In the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff of 1000, but the 
net result was little change In the 
level of rates. 
A reaction to the high rates came In 
the Underwood-Simmons tariff In 1913. 
Bates were radically reduced, but the 
advent of the war precludes any Judg­ 
ment as to Industrial effects, good or 
bad. 
Soon after the war the Fordney 
emergency tariff was pnssed, presum a­ 
bly as a check to the agricultural de­ 
pression. 
In 1922 congress passed the 
Fordney-McCumber 
tariff, 
which 
1* 
now In force. 
It Is regarded by many 
*■ the most extremely protective tariff 
we have ever had.
